NEW ORLEANS RACING. 



In speaking of the first few days of racing at New 
Orleans the Picayune of December 1 has this to 
say: 

“Although only three of the hundred days of the 
winter meeting at the ^^*ir Grounds have bees rnn. 
the public has already learned one thing, and that 
is that the game this winter will be easier to beat 
than ever. This conclusion is arrived at from the 
fact that up to date nine of the eighteen choices 
have been returned winners. This, too, in spite of 
the fact that there are more horses here this win- 
ter than ever before. The class of horses is much 
better tbaa in previous seasons and are more liable 
to run to form. Shrewd players have found, how- 
ever, that it is not wise to buck up against a certain 
coterie who are plunging with money not all their 
own on horses of their own selection. At a meeting 
of this kind these plunges are dangerous. Experi- 
ence has taught that where combinations of any 
kind— either betting or laying— are formed, they 
become too powerful for the good of the turf, and 
in many instances the nastiest kind of turf scandals 
have been traced to their doors. 

“This idea of making a business of racing should 
be discouraged. It does the turf no good. Cer- 
tainly it robs it of all savor of sport. Then again, 
the temptation to try and cinch things is too great. 
For instance, take a race that figures to be a two- 
horse affair; that is, one that, bar accident, looks 
to lay between two horses. What’s to prevent these 
people from going to one of the owners and agree- 
ing to place $5(X), or even $1,(X)0, on his horse? That 
kind of a wager looks mighty big to an owner who 
is compelled to race in the winter months in order 
to keep the wolf from the door. Naturally he is 
anxious to win, and what’s to prevent him from 
going to the owner of the other horse, which looks 
like the contender, and declaring him in with 
his part of the winnings? Such things have 
been done, and will continue to be done as long as 
these sure thing men are around. Some of the 
bolder of these promoters have been known to go to 
owners and give them a ticket on a horse other 
than their own in which they have had a starter. 
This, however, is a danHerous practice, and the 
shrewder allow the owners to do the business among 
themselves. Of coarse, the writer does not mean 
to infer that all owners would stoop to resort to 
such practices, but at a meeting such as this, where 
so many different interests are concentrated, there is 
bound to bo some among their number who would 
scuttle a ship if they got the chance. 

“Every fair-minded man having the true interests 
of the sport at heart woula like to see these con- 
cerns abolished. There is nothing like taking the 
bull by the horns instead of waiting for him to gore 
you to death. If these promoters wore discouraged 
it would mean a big benefit to racing, and the pre- 
vention of a lot of scandal which is sure to coma. 

“Another thing that is menacing the racing game, 
and one that will give it a black eye. is these get- 
ricb-quick concerns. They are bound to go to the 
wall, and if given enough rope their promoters are

GOSSIP OF THB TCRF. 

Magnet, the magnificent St. Blaise horse brought 
here by D. A. Honig and sold to Prince Poniatow- 
ski for stud purposes, is now at Newcastle, New 
South Wales, the property of a Mr. Hogue. Mr. R. 
C, de B. Lopez sent the horse over, and now that 
The Fog, Phyz, Blissful and Clarinette have been 
returned good winners his loss will be severely felt. 
Magnet won forty races during his turf career and 
over $20,000, and has to his credit a series of wonder- 
ful performances," including five fnrlongs in 1 :01, 
five and one-half fnrlongs in 1K174, six furlongs in 
1 :13, seven and one-half furlongs in 1 :334, mile in 
1 :39i and oue and one-eighth miles in 1:524. This 
record has been equaled, by few horses in the 
world’s history, and Mr. Hogue is a lucky man in 
securing such a stallion as Magnet, which combines 
race horse ability, good breeding and ability to 
transmit his excellence to his progeny. The Fog 
took up 118 pounds and won the Mackey Stakes at 
at Sacramento this fall in 1 :134, winning in a 
gallop. — San Francisco Breeder and Sportsman, 

Capt. S. 8. Brown of Pittsbnrg, is spending tbons- ^ 
ands of dollars in improvements at his newly pur- 
chased breeding farm, Senorita Stnd, near Lexing- 
ton. He is erecting a mammoth training stable, 
with stalls for thirty-eight horses, which will cost 
from $10,0C0 to $13,000, the stalls being built in a 
circle in the center and around them is to be a 
covered track of about a sixteenth of a mile for ex- 
ercise nse in wet weather. 

The stallion barns and broodmare stables and 
sheds are to be up to date in every particnlar. and 
when all the improvements planned are finished 
Senorita Stnd will be one of the model breading 
farms of America. Captain Brown proposes nlti- 
mately to have his horses in training wintered 
there instead of at Mobile, Ala. He owns his train- 
ing quarters there, it is true, bnt he has come to 
the conclusion that horses wintered near Lexing- 
ton and exercised over the blupgrass turf and on 
sbedded tracks do quite as well, and then, with bis 
string at the latter point, he can see them with less 
travel than if they are down south. 

Oots Bros, have taken np the first foal of the 
famous race mare. Turtle Dove, regarded by more 
than one good judge as the finest yearling in Ken- 
tucky. He is by Farandole, sire of the Brooklyn 
Handicap winner, Banaster, and like his dam, is 
gray in color. He is nnnsnally large for a yearling 
and resmbles no little the sire of his dam. Faraday. 
His owner will let him become fully developed be- 
fore training him to any extent, bnt about mid- 
enmmer next year he will be a bidder for a number 
of two-year-old engagement.s, and his conformation 
indicates that he will be able to make good the 
fond expectations of his owners. Besides Banaeta r, 
the Oots Bros., have developed many good horses, 
inclnding the sensational McChesney. 

A number of amendments to the rules of racing 
have been proposed by Mr. F. R. Hitchcock, a 
member of The Jockey Club. The first has to do 
with the placing of the name of an owner on the 
forfeit list. As the rule stands at present, the sec- 
retary of any association racing under the rules of 
The Jockey Clnb, mnst place in forfeit the name of 
every owner whose account is outstanding and un- 
paid ten days after the meeting. The proposed 
amendment seeks to have the time limit extended 
to fourteen days and there is every reason to believe 
that the association, as well as the owners, will ap- 
prove of the amendment. If an owner be in Cali- 
fornia, say, at the close of the meeting, it is im- 
possible to get his acconnt to him and receive a 
reply within ten days, so that, under the circum- 
stances, there is nothing to do bnt place his name 
on the forfeit list. 

This amendment also provides that after the ex- 
piration of fourteen days “all arrears then remain- 
ing unpaid and all arrears not then reported shall 
be regarded as having been assumed by the associa- 
tion failing to make said report, and said arrears 
shall bo paid by said association.’’ As matters 
stand today, the association mnst of necessity make 
good all indebtedness to horsemen, so that the only 
effect of the amendment, as proposed, will be to de- 
bar them from the use of the forfeit list as a collec- 
tion agency unless they have placed all unpaid ac- 
counts in forfeit within fourteen days of the expira- 
tion of the meeting. As the prime object of the for- 
feit list is to secure to owners the prompt payment 
of every dollar dne them, it would seem that the 
spirit of the rule would be fulfilled when the asso- 
ciations assumed and paid all accounts, and that 
no good purpose would be served by debarring them 
from the aid of the forfeit list in collecting accounts 
which they had assumed and paid. But, having as- 
sumed and paid that account, there is not on the 
surface any valid reason why such clnb or associa- 
tion should not be permitted to avail itself of the 
machinery of the forfeit list. 

The best two-year-old shown np thus far at lagle- 
side is Gravina, by Golden Garter— Pink Cottage, 
and owned by Green B. Morris. Gravina won a 
sensational race, after being virtually left at the 
post, with a fortnne in money on her back. That 
good jockey, W, W aldo, whose record was above 
reproach in St. Louis last summer, was Gravina’s 
pilot in this race, and his effort was one that 



aroused th e sn thnsiasm of the onlookers to the 
highest pitch. Few jockeys would have won with 
the start, bnt Waldo never lost Ills wits for a 
moment and won in the last few strides by a nose. 

Capt, W. H. May and his son, “ Bnb” May, who 
have devolop«)d and raced so many good horses in 
the last few years, both east and west, will have an 
extensive string ont again in 1903. They have al- 
ready the following nine yearlings that will race as 
two-year-olds in 1903 :

F. R. Hitchcock and H. K. Knapp, members of 
the Jockey Clnb, have drawn up a number of 
amendments to the Rnles of Racing which will be 
officially actsd npoa by the stewards shortly. There 
are few radical changes. The work is calculated 
to make the rnles of racing clearer and more con- 
cise. Messrs. Hitchcock and Knapp have appar- 
ently realized that the practice of “doping” horses 
most be handled without gloves, for they have 
drawn the following amendment to Rule 162: 

“8. Any person who shall be proved to have 
affected the f peed of a horse by the use of drags or 
stimulants administered internally, or who shall 
have used appliances, electrical or mechanical, 
other than the ordinary whip and spur, shall be 
ruled off.” 

Another important change has reference to the 
starting, the amendment to Rule 104 reading: 

“By special permission of the stewards of the 
Jockey Clnb, or in case of an emergency, the stew- 
ards of the meeting, or the starter, a race may bo 
started withont a gate,” 

This means that in esse the barrier breaks and 
cannot be repaired withont a long delay, the starter* 
will have the power to send the field away. TBo 
other changes are of minor importance in point of 
public interest. 

Word comes from New Orleans that Mallory 
looks bad and is not within twenty ponnds of being 
the colt he was last spring Q. C. Bennett brought 
the colt to New Orleans bscanse ho is eligible to 
start in the valuable Preliminary Derby. The 
Memphis turfman won the Preliminary Derby last 
winter and he would like to gather the stake in 
again this year. Mallory will probably be turned 
ont of training after the Derby ia decided. 

A feature of the racing at Ingleside up to date 
has been the starting of Jake Holtman. Jake has 
been in grand form. He gets his fields away in 
marvelous fashion, the recall flag being abolished, 
never to return in California. The other day six 
races were started in eleven minntes, an average of 
less than two minntes to a race, which is easily a 
record in this regard. It is a common thing for the 
horses to bo at the barrier but one minute before 
the bell rings “they are off.”

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



T. Kiley, 'with the Aroold string, arrived safe and 
Bcmnd last week at Ingleside with nine horses, in- 
clnding Peaceful, Felix Bard, Searcher, Ethylene, 
Beana, Fitzbrillar, Fort Wayne, Bessie McCarthy 
and Mary McCafferty. Tom is by no means a 
stranger to the Pacific Coast. Years ago he owned 
George F. Smith, when that horse broke the five- 
fnrloDgs record at the old Bay District track and 
afterward raced that fast two-year-old, Salabar. 
In 1894 Kiley had the horses Dick Behan and St. 
Brandon there also. All the horses shipped in good 
shape and much is expected from the performances 
of this strong stable. 

Miss Knickerbocker, one of the fast-flyers at New 
Orleans from St. Louis, is very sick with lung 
fever. There has been considerable complaint 
among the owners at the track regarding the pre- 
valence of this disease. After careful inve.atigation 
it was shown conclusively that the disease did not 
originate at the Fair Grounds, but was brought by 
horses shipped to the Crescent City in catch-as- 
catch-can style and in cars not suitable for the 
transportation of thoroughbreds. 



C. H. Ellison’s famous colt Skilful may not start 
at the Crescent City Jockey Club’s meeting. He is 
at the track and is being trained carefully, but Elli- 
son says not for the stakes offered thereabouts. 
His first stake will probably be in the Latonia 
Derby, and if he trains on as Ellison expects, he 
will go after the banner event of the west, the 
American Derby. The blonde plunger has sufiicient 
experience in turf affaire to know that a horse cam- 
paigned arduously in the south during the winter 
cannot keep his form in the west in the spring, and 
he intends to save him for the big events up the 
line. Skilful’s route for next season has been 
planned and, barring accidents, he will be heard 
from in the east before the cold weather drives the 
horsemen south again. C. R. Ellison says Harry 
New will not start again unless he is more liber- 
ally dealt with by the handicappers. 



Henry McDaniel, which is in winning form at 
New Orleans, is a bay colt by Bnck Massie, one of 
the best sons of the great Hanover. Henry Mc- 
Daniel is the first of Buck Massle’s got to be 
trained. He is a colt with a phenomenal turn of 
speed. He carried 112 pounds and beat a fair field 
in the most impressive fashion. Buck Massie, the 
sire of this colt, is the horse with which J. M. Mur- 
phy, of Souffle and George Rose fame, won a lot of 
races on the Metropolitan tracks of 1900.
